1. WHILE GOS ACTION IN FREEING BSO TERRORIST WAS SURPRISINGLY 
FAST, IT CONFIRMS OUR FEARS RE WHAT NIMEIRI MIGHT DO ONCE 
JUDICIAL PROCESS OVER. BELIEVE WE MUST NOW TAKE SOME ACTION 
TO MAKE CLEAR, BOTH ABROAD AND AT HOME, THAT USG NOT 
ACCUSTOMED BEING TRIFLED WITH IN THIS MANNER. THERE NUMBER 
MEASURES WE COULD ADOPT BUT BELIEVE ANY SUCH DECISIONS NEED 
BE TAKEN IN LIGHT ALL RELEVANT FACTS. THEREFORE, RATHER THAN 
SUBMITTING SPECIFIC RECOMMENDATIONS, BELIEVE WE SHOULD NOW

DO NOTHING. MEANWHILE, I HAVE INSTRUCTED STAFF ADOPT "CORRECT"
